On Ihe other 
hand, such action will deny aid to 
Hungary's predominantly non-Com- 
munist people, and possibly alien- 
ate their sympathies. 


The U. S. government naturally 
wants to help an anti-Communist 
government in Italy. So Italy is 
slated for $100,1100,000 in financial 
aid, 
access lo her assets held in 
this country, and American spon- 
sorship of her application for UN 
membership. 


But in doing Ihis our government 


will be strengthening and fattening 
up a couple of million Italian Com- 
munists with litlle hope that they 
will suddenly renounce their alleg- 
iance lo Moscow as a result. 
These are calculated 
chances 
which presumably Iho government 
must take in ils efforts lo halt Rus- 
sian expansion and achieve a stal- 
us quo. Even though 
somebody 
may got hurt in the process, they 
seem to represent the only course 
open short of complete isolation- 
ism and appeasement.

FBI officials confirmed the let- 
ter was being investigated but had 
no further comment. 


Meanwhile Henry 
Wallace 
ac- 
cused the committee of using "po- 
lice state" tactics in assigning ob- 
severs next Monday to a Washing- 
ton rally at which the former vice 
president will be the chief speaker, 
Wallace's blast coincided with an 


announcement by Thomas that the 
committee will publicize a report 
tomorrow showing that the South- 
ern Conference for Human Welfare 
is "heavily infiltrated with Com- 
munists from the leadership 
on 
down."

sponsoring 
Wallace's address Which is expect- 
ed to attract some 9,000 persons. 
Thomas said the committee

Scarcity of 
Newsmen 
Discussed 


Hot Springs, June 13 — f/P)—The 
Arkansas Press Association, recog- 
nizing a scarcity of young news- 
papermen set out today to make 
the profession of journalism more 
attractive. 


President Ellis Huff of Newport 
named a three man committee lo 
study the problem during the 75th 
annual 
spring 
meeting 
which 
opened here 
this 
morning 
and 
asked the group lo report before 
the end of Ihe convention. 


Allen Tilden, city editor of the 


Arkansas Democrat, Little 
Rock 
told the association today "when I 
broke into the newspaper business 
many of us were willing to work 
for nothing if: necessary just to be 
newspapermen. There is no crop of 
newspapermen coming on with that 
kind of enthusiasm." 


Tilden said that for the first lime 


this "eat not a single college or 
high school journalism 
graduate 
had approached him for a job. 
"We are nol offering enough en- 
couragement to young people to fol- 
low Ihe newspaper business" he 
said. "And, I think our schools of 
journalism are pointing their sights 
too high." 


He suggested 
that journalism 
teachers should "break away from 
the 
Pulitzer - prize -in -six-months 
idea" and should encourage jour- 
nalism students to seek actual ex- 
perience on newspapers for which 
they would be given academic crecl- 


Tildcn urged the newspaper pub- 
lishers to recognize that a cycle 
exists in which journalism grad- 
uates should slart on a weekly, 
then move lo a small daily, 
and 


finally to the larger papers. 


He praised the journalism 
de- 
partment at the University of Ar- 
kansas but said the department had 
been alloted only $500 a year ex- 
clusive of salaries an amount he 
termed "ridiculous." He said this 
amount has now been increased to 
$900. 


He outlined a number of things 
which might be clone to cnc'.)urjt'i5 
students to follow journalism such 
as providing style books, 
giving 


students assignments and ummcr 
employment. 


Charles Goslee, Hot Springs, 
a 
director of the associalion declared 
"in my opinion the publishers are 
lo blame. Some of them consider 
editorial help as a necessary evil. 
They pay advertising and mechan- 
ical help more money." 


Huff named M. P. Jones Scarcy

gram.

President Truman gazed today at 
historic Niagara Falls — and ob- 
j-served in the manner of any other 
tourist: 


"I'm glad I don't have to go over 
them in a barrel." 


The president bade farewell to 
Canada with a declaration that 
U. S. foreign policy had but one 
objective — peace in the 
world 
and friendship with every nation. 
He was returning to Washington to 
tackle such tough domestic prob- 
lems as the tax and labor bills. 
Mr. Truman viewed 
Horseshoe 
Falls, the Canadian Falls, after a 
20-minute automobile drive around 
Niagara Falls Out. where he was 
cheered by the townspeople. 
He 


then returned to his 11-car special 
train to cross the border. 


The president's wife and daugh- 
ter Margaret, 
remained 
aboard 


their private car while the 
presi- 


dent made his tour. Pie told report- 
ers he enjoyed it "just fine." 
The president put a nickel in the 


famous telescope on Table Rock 
whore he slopped to view Horse- 
shoe 'Fat IK. 


Tho .spray from the falls caused 


him to pull the collar of his dark 
topcoat about his neck. He got a 
drenching before he returned to his 
cur. 


The president, refused to 
give 


any hint as to how lie intended to 
net on the income tax reduction 
measure, but joking with reporters 
just before the train pulled out last 
night ho Uuighlingly said he would 
take action "30 minutes before the 
time runs out."

death in June and said Rep. John 
E. Rankin, D., Miss, would die in 
July. 


FBI officials confirmed the let- 
ter was being investigated but had 
no further comment. 


Meanwhile Henry 
Wallace 
ac- 
cused the committee of using "po- 
lice state" tactics in assigning ob- 
severs next Monday to a Washing- 
ton rally at which the former vice 
president will be the chief speaker, 
Wallace's blast coincided with an 


announcement by Thomas that the 
committee will publicize a report 
tomorrow showing that the South- 
ern Conference for Human Welfare 
is "heavily infiltrated with Com- 
munists from the leadership 
on 
down." 


The 
conference 
is 
sponsoring 
Wallace's address Which is expect- 
ed to attract some 9,000 persons.

Scarcity of 
Newsmen 
Discussed 


Hot Springs, June 13 — f/P)—The 
Arkansas Press Association, recog- 
nizing a scarcity of young news- 
papermen set out today to make 
the profession of journalism more 
attractive. 


President Ellis Huff of Newport 
named a three man committee lo 
study the problem during the 75th 
annual 
spring 
meeting 
which 
opened here 
this 
morning 
and 
asked the group lo report before 
the end of Ihe convention. 


Allen Tilden, city editor of the 


Arkansas Democrat, Little 
Rock 
told the association today "when I 
broke into the newspaper business 
many of us were willing to work 
for nothing if: necessary just to be 
newspapermen. There is no crop of 
newspapermen coming on with that 
kind of enthusiasm." 


Tilden said that for the first lime 


this "eat not a single college or 
high school journalism 
graduate 
had approached him for a job. 
"We are nol offering enough en- 
couragement to young people to fol- 
low Ihe newspaper business" he 
said. "And, I think our schools of 
journalism are pointing their sights 
too high." 


He suggested 
that journalism 
teachers should "break away from 
the 
Pulitzer - prize -in -six-months 
idea" and should encourage jour- 
nalism students to seek actual ex- 
perience on newspapers for which 
they would be given academic crecl- 


Tildcn urged the newspaper pub- 
lishers to recognize that a cycle 
exists in which journalism grad- 
uates should slart on a weekly, 
then move lo a small daily, 
and 


finally to the larger papers. 


He praised the journalism 
de- 
partment at the University of Ar- 
kansas but said the department had 
been alloted only $500 a year ex- 
clusive of salaries an amount he 
termed "ridiculous." He said this 
amount has now been increased to 
$900. 


He outlined a number of things 
which might be clone to cnc'.)urjt'i5 
students to follow journalism such 
as providing style books, 
giving 


students assignments and ummcr 
employment. 


Charles Goslee, Hot Springs, 
a 
director of the associalion declared 
"in my opinion the publishers are 
lo blame. Some of them consider 
editorial help as a necessary evil. 
They pay advertising and mechan- 
ical help more money."

President Truman gazed today at 
historic Niagara Falls — and ob- 
j-served in the manner of any other 
tourist: 


"I'm glad I don't have to go over 
them in a barrel." 


The president bade farewell to 
Canada with a declaration that 
U. S. foreign policy had but one 
objective — peace in the 
world 
and friendship with every nation. 
He was returning to Washington to 
tackle such tough domestic prob- 
lems as the tax and labor bills. 
Mr. Truman viewed 
Horseshoe 
Falls, the Canadian Falls, after a 
20-minute automobile drive around 
Niagara Falls Out. where he was 
cheered by the townspeople. 
He 


then returned to his 11-car special 
train to cross the border. 


The president's wife and daugh- 
ter Margaret, 
remained 
aboard 


their private car while the 
presi- 


dent made his tour. Pie told report- 
ers he enjoyed it "just fine." 
The president put a nickel in the 


famous telescope on Table Rock 
whore he slopped to view Horse- 
shoe 'Fat IK. 


Tho .spray from the falls caused 


him to pull the collar of his dark 
topcoat about his neck. He got a 
drenching before he returned to his 
cur. 


The president, refused to 
give 


any hint as to how lie intended to 
net on the income tax reduction 
measure, but joking with reporters 
just before the train pulled out last 
night ho Uuighlingly said he would 
take action "30 minutes before the 
time runs out."

Unamericqn

against two veteran members

Committee. 


The mysterious letter was sent to 
Committee Chairman J. 
Parnell 
Thomas. It threatened him 
with 
death in June and said Rep. John 
E. Rankin, D., Miss, would die in 
July. 


FBI officials confirmed the let- 
ter was being investigated but had 
no further comment. 


Meanwhile Henry 
Wallace 
ac- 
cused the committee of using "po- 
lice state" tactics in assigning ob- 
severs next Monday to a Washing- 
ton rally at which the former vice 
president will be the chief speaker, 
Wallace's blast coincided with an 


announcement by Thomas that the 
committee will publicize a report 
tomorrow showing that the South- 
ern Conference for Human Welfare 
is "heavily infiltrated with Com- 
munists from the leadership 
on 
down." 


The 
conference 
is 
sponsoring 
Wallace's address Which is expect- 
ed to attract some 9,000 persons. 
Thomas said the committee 
ob- 
servers will check any literature 
that may be distributed. 


Wallace said the "real purpose" 


of 
Thomas' 
statement 
was 
to 


frighten government workers away 
from the rally. 


"If the police state has not yet 
arrived in the United Stales, 
he 


said "the government workers will 
rebuke these tactics by turning out 
in force."

Scarcity of 
Newsmen 
Discussed 


Hot Springs, June 13 — f/P)—The 
Arkansas Press Association, recog- 
nizing a scarcity of young news- 
papermen set out today to make 
the profession of journalism more 
attractive. 


President Ellis Huff of Newport 
named a three man committee lo 
study the problem during the 75th 
annual 
spring 
meeting 
which 
opened here 
this 
morning 
and 
asked the group lo report before 
the end of Ihe convention. 


Allen Tilden, city editor of the 


Arkansas Democrat, Little 
Rock 
told the association today "when I 
broke into the newspaper business 
many of us were willing to work 
for nothing if: necessary just to be 
newspapermen. There is no crop of 
newspapermen coming on with that 
kind of enthusiasm." 


Tilden said that for the first lime 


this "eat not a single college or 
high school journalism 
graduate 
had approached him for a job. 
"We are nol offering enough en- 
couragement to young people to fol- 
low Ihe newspaper business" he 
said. "And, I think our schools of 
journalism are pointing their sights 
too high." 


He suggested 
that journalism 
teachers should "break away from 
the 
Pulitzer - prize -in -six-months 
idea" and should encourage jour- 
nalism students to seek actual ex- 
perience on newspapers for which 
they would be given academic crecl- 


Tildcn urged the newspaper pub- 
lishers to recognize that a cycle 
exists in which journalism grad- 
uates should slart on a weekly, 
then move lo a small daily, 
and 


finally to the larger papers. 


He praised the journalism 
de- 
partment at the University of Ar- 
kansas but said the department had 
been alloted only $500 a year ex- 
clusive of salaries an amount he 
termed "ridiculous." He said this 
amount has now been increased to 
$900. 


He outlined a number of things 
which might be clone to cnc'.)urjt'i5 
students to follow journalism such 
as providing style books, 
giving 


students assignments and ummcr 
employment. 


Charles Goslee, Hot Springs, 
a 
director of the associalion declared 
"in my opinion the publishers are 
lo blame. Some of them consider 
editorial help as a necessary evil. 
They pay advertising and mechan- 
ical help more money." 


Huff named M. P. Jones Scarcy

President Truman gazed today at 
historic Niagara Falls — and ob- 
j-served in the manner of any other 
tourist: 


"I'm glad I don't have to go over 
them in a barrel." 


The president bade farewell to 
Canada with a declaration that 
U. S. foreign policy had but one 
objective — peace in the 
world 
and friendship with every nation. 
He was returning to Washington to 
tackle such tough domestic prob- 
lems as the tax and labor bills. 
Mr. Truman viewed 
Horseshoe 
Falls, the Canadian Falls, after a 
20-minute automobile drive around 
Niagara Falls Out. where he was 
cheered by the townspeople. 
He 


then returned to his 11-car special 
train to cross the border. 


The president's wife and daugh- 
ter Margaret, 
remained 
aboard 


their private car while the 
presi- 


dent made his tour. Pie told report- 
ers he enjoyed it "just fine." 
The president put a nickel in the 


famous telescope on Table Rock 
whore he slopped to view Horse- 
shoe 'Fat IK. 


Tho .spray from the falls caused 


him to pull the collar of his dark 
topcoat about his neck. He got a 
drenching before he returned to his 
cur. 


The president, refused to 
give 


any hint as to how lie intended to 
net on the income tax reduction 
measure, but joking with reporters 
just before the train pulled out last 
night ho Uuighlingly said he would 
take action "30 minutes before the 
time runs out." 


Deadline for action on the tax 
measure is midnight Monday and 
for the labur bill midnight Friday. 


His parting words 
in Canada, 


which were interpreted as an ef- 
fort to pour oil on troubled inter- 
national waters, were spoken to re- 
porters on the spacious grounds of 
the Signry Club, 45 miles 
from 


Ottawa and followed by a 
little 
more than 24 hours his assertion to 
Parliament that Ihe United Stales 
•nlcndcd lo help nations-who want 
'.o live in peace without intimida- 
tion . of coercion. 


Mr. Truman's official party was 


delighted with nis reception in Ot- 
tawa, where he sought to strength- 
en the strong ties between Canada 
jnd the United States, just as he 
sought lo cement already harinmi- 
ious relations between 'this coun- 
try and Mexico in a visit lo Mexico 
Cily early in March.

Unamericqn

FBI agents today were investigat- 
ing an anonymous 
death 
threat 
against two veteran members 
of 


the House Unarnerican Activities 
Committee. 


The mysterious letter was sent to 
Committee Chairman J. 
Parnell 
Thomas. It threatened him 
with 
death in June and said Rep. John 
E. Rankin, D., Miss, would die in 
July. 


FBI officials confirmed the let- 
ter was being investigated but had 
no further comment. 


Meanwhile Henry 
Wallace 
ac- 
cused the committee of using "po- 
lice state" tactics in assigning ob- 
severs next Monday to a Washing- 
ton rally at which the former vice 
president will be the chief speaker, 
Wallace's blast coincided with an 


announcement by Thomas that the 
committee will publicize a report 
tomorrow showing that the South- 
ern Conference for Human Welfare 
is "heavily infiltrated with Com- 
munists from the leadership 
on 
down." 


The 
conference 
is 
sponsoring 
Wallace's address Which is expect- 
ed to attract some 9,000 persons. 
Thomas said the committee 
ob- 
servers will check any literature 
that may be distributed. 


Wallace said the "real purpose" 


of 
Thomas' 
statement 
was 
to 


frighten government workers away 
from the rally. 


"If the police state has not yet 
arrived in the United Stales, 
he 


said "the government workers will 
rebuke these tactics by turning out 
in force."

Scarcity of 
Newsmen 
Discussed 


Hot Springs, June 13 — f/P)—The 
Arkansas Press Association, recog- 
nizing a scarcity of young news- 
papermen set out today to make 
the profession of journalism more 
attractive. 


President Ellis Huff of Newport 
named a three man committee lo 
study the problem during the 75th 
annual 
spring 
meeting 
which 
opened here 
this 
morning 
and 
asked the group lo report before 
the end of Ihe convention. 


Allen Tilden, city editor of the 


Arkansas Democrat, Little 
Rock 
told the association today "when I 
broke into the newspaper business 
many of us were willing to work 
for nothing if: necessary just to be 
newspapermen. There is no crop of 
newspapermen coming on with that 
kind of enthusiasm." 


Tilden said that for the first lime 


this "eat not a single college or 
high school journalism 
graduate 
had approached him for a job. 
"We are nol offering enough en- 
couragement to young people to fol- 
low Ihe newspaper business" he 
said. "And, I think our schools of 
journalism are pointing their sights 
too high." 


He suggested 
that journalism 
teachers should "break away from 
the 
Pulitzer - prize -in -six-months 
idea" and should encourage jour- 
nalism students to seek actual ex- 
perience on newspapers for which 
they would be given academic crecl- 


Tildcn urged the newspaper pub- 
lishers to recognize that a cycle 
exists in which journalism grad- 
uates should slart on a weekly, 
then move lo a small daily, 
and 


finally to the larger papers. 


He praised the journalism 
de- 
partment at the University of Ar- 
kansas but said the department had 
been alloted only $500 a year ex- 
clusive of salaries an amount he 
termed "ridiculous." He said this 
amount has now been increased to 
$900. 


He outlined a number of things 
which might be clone to cnc'.)urjt'i5 
students to follow journalism such 
as providing style books, 
giving 


students assignments and ummcr 
employment. 


Charles Goslee, Hot Springs, 
a 
director of the associalion declared 
"in my opinion the publishers are 
lo blame. Some of them consider 
editorial help as a necessary evil. 
They pay advertising and mechan- 
ical help more money." 


Huff named M. P. Jones Scarcy

President Truman gazed today at 
historic Niagara Falls — and ob- 
j-served in the manner of any other 
tourist: 


"I'm glad I don't have to go over 
them in a barrel." 


The president bade farewell to 
Canada with a declaration that 
U. S. foreign policy had but one 
objective — peace in the 
world 
and friendship with every nation. 
He was returning to Washington to 
tackle such tough domestic prob- 
lems as the tax and labor bills. 
Mr. Truman viewed 
Horseshoe 
Falls, the Canadian Falls, after a 
20-minute automobile drive around 
Niagara Falls Out. where he was 
cheered by the townspeople. 
He 


then returned to his 11-car special 
train to cross the border. 


The president's wife and daugh- 
ter Margaret, 
remained 
aboard 


their private car while the 
presi- 


dent made his tour. Pie told report- 
ers he enjoyed it "just fine." 
The president put a nickel in the 


famous telescope on Table Rock 
whore he slopped to view Horse- 
shoe 'Fat IK. 


Tho .spray from the falls caused 


him to pull the collar of his dark 
topcoat about his neck. He got a 
drenching before he returned to his 
cur. 


The president, refused to 
give 


any hint as to how lie intended to 
net on the income tax reduction 
measure, but joking with reporters 
just before the train pulled out last 
night ho Uuighlingly said he would 
take action "30 minutes before the 
time runs out." 


Deadline for action on the tax 
measure is midnight Monday and 
for the labur bill midnight Friday.
